1. ON JULY 3, WE CONVEYED SUBSTANCE OF REFTEL TO 
GORDON BAKER, GHANA DESK OFFICER AT THE FCO, WHO HAD 
ALREADY RECEIVED A REPORT ALONG SIMILAR LINES FROM 
THE BRITISH EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON. 

2. BAKER HAS RECOMMENDED TO LEQUESNE THAT HMG SHOULD 
APPROACH THE IBRD IN WASHINGTON TO EXPRESS SUPPORT 
FOR THE US INITIATIVE DESCRIBED IN PARA 2 REFTEL. 

BAKER EXPECTS THIS RECOMMENDATION WILL BE APPROVED. 
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2 3. THE FCO IS RELUCTANT TO ASK THE UK HIGH 
COMMISSIONER IN ACCRA TO MAKE ANY NEW REPRESENTATIONS 
AT THIS TIME, AS HE HAS RECENTLY RAISED THE QUESTION 
OF FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS TWICE WITH ACHEOMPONG AND 
ONCE ( LAST WEEK) WITH DEBRAH. THE FCO HAS ALSO 
STRESSED THE URGENT NEED FOR TALKS TO THREE GOG 
COMMISSIONERS WHO RECENTLY VISITED LONDON.
